GENERAL TOPIC 

America and the Rehabilitation of Europe 

IT has become evident to the officers of the Academy that the most important 
question today confronting the country is the policy which America should 
pursue in relation to the rehabilitation of Europe. There is general agreement 
that we cannot expect the recovery of industry and commerce in the United States 
until the European situation has cleared up, the present causes of antagonism 
eliminated, and normal conditions of industry reestablished. There exists through- 
out the United States widest differences of opinion in regard to the policy which 
this country should pursue with reference to the European situation and it is for 
this reason that the officers of the Academy deem it important to call a national 
conference for the impartial, unbiased discussion of the subject free from all political 
or partisan considerations. 

The officers of the Academy are exceedingly anxious that our members from all 
sections of the country attend this Annual Meeting. There will be six sessions, 
each devoted to some important aspect of the general topic. In order that de- 
tailed notice of the sessions may be sent to those members planning to attend, it is 
earnestly requested that members inform the Academy office without delay whether 
they will be present. 

It is strongly urged upon the members to make their arrangements to be in 
Philadelphia on Friday and Saturday, May 12 and 13. All communications should 
be addressed to the American Academy of Political and Social Science, West 
Philadelphia Post Office Station, Philadelphia, Pa.
